But in doing 
co we are sadly prone to forget that there is but one Judaism and 
that its particular form of presentation is mere soufilé, No Jew has 
the right, on account of preferring a different practice or ritual, to 


look down upon his fellow-Jew as a heretic, nor up to himself as a Just 


man made perfect, The division among Jews themselves is, however, 


another matter. Of Jews, whatever their precise Jewish religious 
belief may be, there are three sorts.. There is the active Jew, there 1s 
the passive and there is the negative. Those are divisions: which 
matter, because they goto the very root of things. And it is in 
bringing the negative sort to becoming the active sort, perhaps across 
the bridge of the passive, that the Day of Atonement can be moss 
useful. Active Judaism, the Judaism which is conscious, which 
hides not itself because it is ashamed and feels on the other 
hand proper pride in itself, so that there is no need for ostenta- 
tion and pushfulness—natural Judaism that is our greatest need 
to-day. And if the Day of Atonement can do nothing in effecting 
that at-one-ment for which | plead—the at-one-ment which will tend 
to active Judaism in all Jews—then the institution is a valueless 
conglomeration of superstition, of meaningless ceremony and 


crazy formalism, The at-one-ment for which I plead does not 
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involve in the least, let me repeat, a vniformity of religious idea and 
thought. Your Bolshevist—cven your Nibilistic— Jew can be a Jew 
active, not passive and not negative; just as your snper-orthodex Jew 
can be passive, if not negative and certainly not ective, It 4s to 
‘ally Jews to become active Jews-—that is the at-one-ment [ for ene 
would invoke in the celebration of the Day of Atonement. An aul 
one-ment of our people, the closer brotherhood of every section of 
Jewry, a better undersianding and a_ keener sympathy Of One 1OPV 
snd with another. That atiained, the more entively teligious idea of 
the Day of Atonement wil! assuredly the more certainly be secured.

Israel Zangwill. 
BY MAL RICE Le PERLZW EIG. 
li is proper that some iclerence shonkl be mada from. this place to 
the passing of that great aul valiant dew, Isracl Zangwill. For there 
are some among us who worsuip In this ilouse who knew him in the 


intimacies of his work, and were privileged ‘to follow him in some of the 
many enterprises to which he devoted his hfe. AS a Synagogue we are 
indebted to bim. The nobic hymn with which we opened this Servic: 
“All the world shall come to serve Thee”—was his translation of the 
words of a mediswval Hebrew poet, aud in the new Prayer Book which 
we shall use for the first time next week yon will find further. evidence 
of our debt to him. But it not of these things that I wish to speak 
to-day ; norcan 1 dowmore ian make a passing allusion to his place in 
contemporary literature. It is enough to say that he was perhaps the 
greatest master of Lnglish prose that the English-speaking Jewries have 
produced, and for many of us he was the most significant Jewish figure 
in European literature since Heine. 

But above al) he was « great Jew, who lived and worked for the 
redemption of his people. Ile loved his people with a passionate and 
self-sacrificing love; he loved their kindliness, their courage and their 
idealism ; and if, when it seemed to him they fell short of their own 
vision of the ideal Israel, he criticised them, even his criticism was the 
chatisement of love. 

Because he loved Isracl he laboured for the integrity of Israc]: and 
he wanted to make of that integrity a power consecrated to the salvation 
of the Jew and of mankind. A united Israel, he might have said, could 
save itself by its exertions and mankind: by its example. He saw in 
Jewish history and in the very nature of the Jew a messianic power, a 
transfiguring spiritual passion, which had sustained Israci through all the 
vicissitudes of the centuries, and would at last win for him the unchal. 
lenged moral leadership of mankind. Such was his faith; and it was 
because he never wavered in this faith that, through all the changes of 
his career, Zangwill never lost bis hold on the imac nation of the Jewish 
masses. They could not understand his theology, and they were puzzied 
by his polities—as who, indeed, was not °—-but in his proclamation of the 
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‘Spoken at the “ Liberal’ Jewish Synagogue at the last Sabbath Morning 
bervice, 
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high destiny of the Jew they heard an echo of their own half-realised 
but deeply rooted faith. He interpreted them to themseélves—and to the 
world. 

This religious theme runs like an ovbiigato through all his Jewish 
writings. Zangwill, indeed, belonged to the prophetic succession. Like 
the prophets of old, he was no respecter of persons or of institutions. 
Like them he hated compromise and all the small-spirited loyalties 
to dead creeds and-outworn rituals. But like them also he preached with 
all the intense power of his fervent spirit the need for social justice and 
universal peace, founded wpon the twin principles of reason and loye. 1 
confess that I have neither sympathy nor patience with those who 
complain that he ** we nt not out unto the Tabernacle,” but c prophesied 
in the camp.” You will remember the story of Eldad and Medad against 
whom this charge was brought, and the reply which Moses .made: 
Would God that all the Lord's people were prophets, and that thre 
Lord would put his. spirit upon them!” I regret, no one more so, that 
Zang will could find.no place in the organised life of the Synagogue ; but 
I cannot be so illiberal as to deny him on that account. the right of a 
hearing asa religious teacher. 

lor religious teacher he undoubtedly was, though we Jews —like 
others'!-—are slow to recognise a religious teacher who is not: cgarbed in 
the garh. of conventional religious authority. IJtoland (or, in an earlier 
phase, Zion), was for Zangwill not only a place of refuge, but “a working 
niodel of a socially just commonwealth.” It was to be Judaism in action. 
The freédonit was to he consecrated to the reatisation: of «the 
millennial hopes of Jewish prophecy. But he was not so foolish as to 
suppose that either Zionism or Itoism- could provide a refuge from the 
religious problems that confront Israel, and he urgently advocated “that 
religious reconstrnation w hich modern thought has long been imperatiy ely 
demanding. and which the breakdown of the .old order under stress of 
war -has made inevitable for. all religions alike.” He saw clearly, and 
said distinctly, that the dectrine of the verbal inspiration of the scriptures 
must do: and he preached a universalism which took him niuch nearer 
to the’ Gospels than any of.us here would care to go. 

Whether in a strictly. theological’ sense he will have any lasting 
influence may be doubted... But that Zangwill has an assured place in 
Jewish history none can deny. Long after the controversies. of our time 
have been forgotten he will. be remembered as a great lover of his people, 
as a consummate artist who interpreted the soul of the Galuth for all 
time. And so long as-men continue to believe in the onward march of 
the race, so long’ as.o'd men dream dreams and young men see Visions, so 
long will they find inspiration in his pages. 
lesser men, having neither his Penis 


It may be that ‘we who are 
nor his.courage, dare not seck to 
imitate his freedoms; but we may surely pray that it may be given us to 
weave some of his unwavering love of truth into the fabric of our lives. 
And now he belougs to that heroic and lonely company, recruited from 
all lands and peoples, whose vision neither church nor ereed may imprison, 
but whose tives hold this abiding message for mankind: 
So blazoned banner we unfold 
One charge alone we give to youth, | 
Aganist the sceptred myth to hold 
The golden heresy of truth. 


Protection of Women and Children. 


INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCES, 


COMMUNICATED., | 


The past fortnight has seen the meeting of twoimportant International 
Conferchces, in both of which the Jewish Association for the Protection 
of Girls and Women has taken an active part. 

The first was the Preparatory Conference of the Internationa! Bureau 
for the Suppression of the Traflic in Women and Children, held at Copen 
hagen on September Ist and 2nd. The Conference was convened for the 
purpose of preparing the Agenda for the International Congress to be held 
in London in 1927, and was attended by delegates from the National 
Committees of European Countries and the United States. The British 
National Committee sent Mr. W. J. H. Brodrick, O.B.E., and Mr, 58. 
Cohen, of the Association, as its delegates. ‘ 

The second Conference was that of the International Conference of 
Private Organisations for the Protection of Migrants. This was held at 
Geneva on September 6th and 7th, and was attended by representatives 
of about forty organisations, interested in the welfare of migrants, 
rom all parts of the world. Mr. Lucien Wolf represented the Jewish 
Colonisation Association, Mr. 5. Cohen represented the Association for the 
Protection of Girls and Women and the American Council of Jewish 
Women, and Mr. Z. Aberson other Jewish organisations. 

The two principal subjects of discussion were: (1) The official recog. 
nition of private organisations; (2) The effect of the separation of 
families. The latter is a question of the greatest importance to the 
Jewish Communities, in its various aspects affecting the material and 
moral welfare of families, and applies to countries of immigration as well 
as to those of emigration. There is alsothe serious problem of those who 
are “ Stateless" and who therefore have the greatest difficulty in obtaining 
passports and visas enabling them to migrate or to return to their native 
and. Both questions are to be studied in readiness for next year's Con- 
ference, together with other subjects which were decided upon. 

Mr. Cohen, who acted as the delegate from the International Con 
ference to the World Migration Congress convened by the Internationa 
Federation of Trade Unions held in London in June, gave a report to the 
meeting. Messrs. Lucien Wolf, 8. Cohen and Z. Aberson were elected to 
the Committee.

ANNUAL. MEETING. 

The thirty-fifth annual meeting was held last Sunday at the Shelter, 
89 Leman Street.. Whitechapel. Mr. OTTO M. SCHIFF, the President, 
was in the chat. 

The CHAIR™M in moving the adoption of the report and accounts, 
said that although that was the thirty-fifth. general meeting of the 
Shelter: it reallv marked .a more important occasion inasmuch as it 
completed forty years of its existence. During and just after the war 
they had not held annnai meetings, as they had been over-burdened with 

ten thousand Jewish refugees and the dependents 
of Russians who had gone back under the Anglo-Russian Convention. The 
finances of ‘the Shelter were at present >in a parious condition, and the 
community was apt to forget that it had been let off lightly, because during 
and after the war the Shelter had received a crant from the Government 
quite apart from the grants to refugees. The Jewish community bad thus 
been saved £20,000. During the past year 1610 emigrants had actualls 
stavedat the Shelter, as agaimst 962 in the previous year. That proved thi 
usefulness of the Shelter and that its work-continued and increased. A 
great many peopie were nnder the impression that in of the 
mimnivration the Shelter had nothing todo. -A greate: 
mistake could not possibly be- made. The.mumbers of transtiigrants

Sin, I read with Creal Interest thc views. x pressed 
Dr. Joel Blau-on Pulpit Ideals,” and have adiniréd the eloquent. and 
foreeful nianner in which he « APrESSES his thoughts on sueh an important 
topic as the plaee of:-the sermon in the Synagogue Service. 1 agree that 


something ought.to -be done to enhanec the effectiveness and, prestige 


of the Angloslewish pulpit, and to arouse the community to a fuller 


appreciation of the value of preaching in ite relation to modern Jewish life. 

My object in penning these lines i$ not, however, to indicate the 
points in Dr. Blau's Observations on which Lan able .to agree with him, 
but-to refer to his utterances which | think ought to be treated with great 
vaution, and which could, indeed, be shown to be incompatible with true 
Jewish teaching. 

It scems strange that Dr. Blau should, in his endeavour to define the 
essence of Judaism, become a victim of the habit oftemplo,;ing “an alien 
idiom,” and-use non-Jewish terms in expressing Jewish ideas—the very 
thing he deplores in others and is doing so muuch. to combat. By reducing 
the problem: with which the modern exponent of Judaism is faced to-the 
question “ whether the Jew.is still religious,” and by brushing aside the 
differences between Orthodox and “Liberal” Jews as being concerned 
“only with externals and not-with the. inner spirit,” Dr. Blau betrays a 
confusion of ideas, or at leastan « xtremely vague usc of terms. which is 
in itself the result-of an assimilation to the prevailing non-Jewish concep- 
tions, and which aw orthodox Jew cannot but unhesitatingly reject. Had

CCCLVIII.—A Yous Homily. 
My DEAR Cousin, 


During last week end I was present at a discussion which seems to 
me to deserve recording. The averaye intelligence of the company was 
high, and some one raised the question as to the real significance of the 
Day of Atonement. Was it the fasting. the Jong hours spent in the syna.- 
gogue, the special prayers? The problem is not new: 
preachers have attempted to satisfy their audiences on this very head. 
But I confess that for simplicity and point, the statement of one of the 
company could hardly be surpassed. In his view. the significance of the 
Day of Atonement might well be expressed through two stories—one in 
the Bible and the other in the Talmud. 

The first was the story of Jonah. A smile might have been observed 
on the lips of those sitting round the room when this name was mentioned. 
The seorn was intelligible. Jonah and the whale—how many poems had 
been written on this theme ; how much derision had been directed towards 

when malicious critics of the Old Testament vented their spleen upon 
that collection of writings, did they not instance Balaam and the ass, and 
Jonah and the whale? But the speaker was nothing daunted by the 
obvious merriment of his companions. He related to them an early 
recollection of his own—of a wonderful! teacher. a Gentile. who was deeply 
moved whenever he spoke of the Book 


of Jonah, who shed tears at its 


sunple grandeur, which he regarded as among the most touching things . 


in the Old Testament. That reverence for the Book the speaker shared, 
for. as he indicated, it taught one of those great lessons of religion which 
are often forgotten. Consider the story, he appealed. Forget about the 
whale and all that, pretty embroideries which do not detract from the 
moral. When the ship was in distress, who showed a finer spirit, the 
rough, heathen sailors or the prophet of God? The writer of the Book 
evidently desired to place on record his conviction that piety and goodness 
are not the monopoly of prophets and such like holy men, that God's 
grace extends te beast no less than to man, and that He is the Great 
Father of all mankind who are, without exception, His children. The 
hook of Jonah, the speaker cried, is a lyric in praise of God’s love and 
ilis pity: a fitting lesson for the Day of Atonement on which the Jew 
prays for the establishment on earth of the Kingdom of Heaven—* And 
t allthem form one band tedo Thy will with a perfect heart.” 
if these words have any meaning, they must surely recall for the Jew 
the reality of the Brotherhood of Man, which, as one great philosopher 
has pointed ont, is bound up with the Unity of God. Now, if all men are

Church in presuming to bind and to loose? Only quite recently a corre- 
spondent Of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE furnished an appalling instance. 
He quoted from a Handbook issued by the Chevra Kadisha of London with 
the sanction of the Chief Rabbi, in which it was specifically laid down 
that if a dying person expressed a last wish to be cremated, that wish 
should be ignored! And this in the year 1917 (and presumably in 1926 
also !), The correspondent in question characterised the terms of this Din 
as brutal, and the word is not too strong, despite the alleged deduction of 
the Din from the Torah. Some of our ecclesiastical guides are guilty of 
great wrong in the name of Torah. Torah isarelativeterm. Often enough 
the word Torch in the mouth of a bigot denotes Ais interpretation of the 
Torah. On non-essential formalities like cremation, to forbid the fulfil- 
ment of the wishes of the dying is monstrous. No Rabbi has the right to 
such pretentious authority. If he had, then with equal justification he 
might claim the right to bring us atonement, to pray for us, to mediate for 
us inward peace. put such a conception is utterly contrary to Jewish 
thought. If, therefore, we are, each of us, to exercise our moral powers 
to obtain salvation for ourselves, so too we may surely claim the right to 
exercise our intellectual powers in order to form our own judgments, 

Was there not something in this reasoning? Does not Judaism stress 
the need of mind as well as heart in the service of God? “Rabbi 
Akiba’s famous saying: ** Happy are ye, 
whom dojye make: yourselves clean? And ‘who is it who makes you 
‘dean? It is vonr Father in heaven.” But the Father,in heaven man 
must! know. thou! shalt this day:and8Jay it to heart, that 
the Lord, Herfis God in‘heaven above and on the earth beneath.”

sirn,--Dr. Auerbach, who rightly feels proud of the fact that Dr. 
Zamenhof, the anthor of Esperanto, was one of us, finds it necessary to 
tell your readers “that Esperanto is not the ideal realisation of the 
problem of a universal language,” .etc., but that we should look to 
improvers and reformers, who, following in Zamenhof’s footsteps, have 
evolved something better, ete. 

His reason, that Zamenhof was only twenty-eight years of age when 
he published * Esperanto” and could not possibly have studied thoroughly 
the main European languages, is not quite clear. As a matter fact 


isee Vivo de Zamenhof, by Dr. Privat, Chapter IIT.) Zamenhof studied 
and mastered German, !French, Latin and Greek, when he was quite 
vouns. and. of course, Polish and Russian, to which may be added 
Yiddish, were his mathe r ‘tongues. He acquired also}English, to say 


nothing of Hebrew, of which he became a profound scholar, translating 
the whole of the Bible from the Hebrew into Esperanto. The teachers of 
Zamenhof looked upon him as a linguist of very remarkable powers. 

But the most astonishing statement by Dr. Auerbach is “that 
accented letters were used in Esperanto, and in a form such as does not 
exist in anv other language.” Has he ever heard of the Czech language, 
which is full of such »igns and where every printer in the land can use 
his ordinary type for Fsperanto? And what about the French language 
with its numerous accented letters ? 

“That THE JEWISH CHRONICLE or any other newspaper would not be 
able to print some Eperanto text ” is absurd; for the simple reason that 
for the sum of 10s. 6d. any printing press can equip itself with the few 
special types with super signs to enable it to print any Esperanto text. 
On the other hand, where such type is not available, it is permitted to use 
ordinary type and double some of the letters as in English. 

Let’ none of your readers who are genuinely interested in the 
Universal Language Idea be misled by any so-called improved languagés, 
There are many of them, all being thought to be the very best, yet making 
no progress, while Esperanto is spreading the world over, and is the only 
one fulfilling the functions of a universal language. So far , Zamenhof has

INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 
WITH | 


Mr. JACOB BILLIKOPF. 


HE utmost admiration has been shown throughout world- 

Jewry for the remarkable beneficence manifested by our 
brethren in the United States towards their. fellow-Jews. 
particularly in Eastern Europe. Colossal sums have been 

collected for relief purposes, and the mind shudders to think what 
would have become of thousands upon thousands of Jews in this 
hemisphere if it had not been for the public kind-hearted generosity 
of American Jews. But the 
great work of mercy and loving. 
kindness could not have been 
accomplished without organisa. 
tion, and the brilliant success 
in that direction that has been 
achieved is largely due to the 
singular ability of Mr. Jacob 
Billikopf. He has conducted 
more than one great “drive,” 
and is now engaged upor the 
greatest he has hitherto under- 
taken. It is for relief of the 
Jews of Russia, with the object 
of reconstructing Russian 
Jewry which to-day, from every 


condition. Part of the scheme 
of relief is the Colonisation of Jews in the Crimea, which has been 
proceeding for some time. It is a plan which, from its very 
initiation, THE JEWISH CHRONICLE has regarded as undesirable and 
fraught with the gravest dangers. Our reasons for this conclusion 
we have frequently explained, and we alluded at length to the pro: 
ject as lately as in our issue of last week. But the idea appeals 
evidently very strongly to American Jewry, and Mr. Billikopf holds it 
in much favour. He has just been to Russia, and on his way back to 
America through England, was, at our invitation, good enough to 
afford an interview to a representative of this paper, in order to 
tell our readers something about the conclusions derived from his 
journey. Mr. Billikopf, we would mention, is Executive Director 
of the Federation of Jewish Charities. in Philadelphia, which com- 
prises some fifty institutions. He is “ Impartial Chairman” of the 
Men's Clothing Industry, New York, and ts thus head of the court 
of last resort for the settlement of trade disputes in the largest 
“Jewish” industry in the world. He is a Trustee of the School of 
Social Research, an institution similar to the London School of 
Economics, and Founders’ Trustee of the NATION, the American 
Liberal Review. From 1917-18 he was head of the American Jewish 
Relief Organisation, which raised twenty-five million dollars for 
Kuropean relief, and he is associated with a great many Jewish 
organisations and movements of a social and charitable nature. 


Economic Conditions. 


‘Tam not on a mission,” said Mr. Billikopf when asked to speak on 


his “‘ mission.” *‘I am not representing anybody. I went as an individual 
to Poland and Russia to find out what the conditions were, and particularly 
to ascertain the state of the work in the new colonies. As a result of the 
economic policy of the Soviet Government nearly a million Jews, mostly 
in the smal! towns, have been virtually reduced to a life of misery. They 
had their means of livelihood taken away from them and their condition 
is very pitiful and pathetic. But 1 should like to make it clear that they 
were not hit as Jews but merely because they happened to belong to 
what is called in Russia ‘the bourgeoisie.’ The Jews following mainly 
mercantile pursuits, small shopkeepers and the like, suffered a great deal 
more than the rest of the populationin proportion. Many ofthe wealthier 
members of this class have gone abroad, which makes it all the harder 
for those left behind, as they haveno one on the spot in a position to help 
them. Some alleviation has been provided by the so-called *N.E.P.’ 
(new economic policy) which has enabled some Jews to get back into 
trade in the larger cities. But in the small towns the conditions are very 
lamentable, and the bulk of the Jews are’in a precarious situation. 


Help from Abroad. 


“The only thing that enables them to exist is the receipt of remit. 
tances from relatives in America and the relief that comes from the 
United States, and to a lesser extent from other parts of the world: The 
Amalgamated Clothing Bank, controlled by the clothing workers, with 
branches in New York, Chicago and Philadelphia, last year sent remit. 
tances amounting to four and a half million dollars, and in all 153,000 
separate remittances were made. It is interesting to note that our 
colossal relief campaign so aroused the consciences of those who had 
relatives in Russia that the flow of private remittances was enormously 
increased. Thus, the amount of money raised by direct collections does. 
not tell the whole story of American help. Remittances have been made 
from the most unsuspected quarters. By dramatising the position in 
Eastern Europe, as it were, our propaganda succeeded in arousing the 


consciences of the people. 
Self-Help. 


“One of the most encouraging features of the relief work now being 
conducted is that it is non-pauperising in its character. The people are 
helped to help themselves. Thus, no less than 140 loan co-aheratives 
have been established which, by means of loans, enable the people to eke 
out some sort of an existence. These institutions have received grants 
from the Russian Government to the extent of three million roubles.

opening of the doors. What is the picture that the words suggest” 
The weary traveller, or perhaps the fugitive flying before relent: 
less enemies, sees in front of him the City of Refuge, where, can 
he but reach it, he will find safety, peace and rest. But he knows that 
the gates of the city are closed at nightfall. And the shadows are 
deepening, and his strength is failing. Will he be in time, or will the 
ruthless foe overtake and seize him at the very gates, as they shut 
mercilessly before his eyes”

There is an ancient legend, immortalised 
by an English poet, of a pious man who saw in a dream the Recording 
Angel writing the nates of those that love. the Lord within the 
pages of the Golden Book. And seeing, to his grief, that his was not 
among the favoured names, he begged that, even so, he might be there 
inscribed as “one who loved his fellowmen.” ‘And in the awakening 
light that revealed the writing in the sacred book “ Ben Adham’'s name 
led all the rest.” So for us also, if at these closing hours we doubt 
whether we can reach, or reaching, enter through the golden gates, the 
gates of righteousness, where .we may enter in and praise the. Lord, 
there remains perhaps an _ alternative. And that is, that we 
ourselves should open other gates, open the gates of our own 
hearts to receive the unexpected guest, The voice of our Beloved 
is at the 'door of our hearts, beguing for entry there. Or we may take 
that old Rabbinic phrase and remember that “even when the gates of 
prayer are closed, there still remain the gates of tears whose portals 
never close.” 

But striking as these pictures are, let usremember that after all they 
are nothing more real than figures of speech. And if we take them too 
literally we are in danger of allowing superstition to treSpass on ground 
that should be the realm of pure religious thought. God's gates ‘clos 
not, either at nightfall or at any other tinie. The facts as we know 
them at our Nei/ah Service are that the hours are swiftly passing by 
and many of us have not yet made our peace with God. It is, 
not He who closes and bars the Gates. If is not He who hides 
Himself. It is we who wilfully close our eyes, and wonder that w 
cannot see the light. We who erect barriers round our hearts and‘ 
wonder that we do not feel the Divine Spirit moving withi: 
our souls above the turbid waters of our lives. Open to Me, God cries 
but as “the eye of a needle,” andi will open to you the very gates 0! 
Heaven. Why do we walk through the world—the world, as God has 
made it—and see, for want of vision, but the world—as man has marred 
it’ Why do we harden our hearts to the needs and the cries of those who 
suffer, remembering aS we should how often ‘it is human wickedness. 
that has made human suffering? How can we forget the cry of our own 
children, that they may not only be taught the fear of the Lord, but se 
it influencing their parents’ lives?

Jewish Demands, 


‘The leaders of Russian Jewry demand steps of a general and legal - 


During my conversa- 
tions with them I have been told that the revolutionary movement is 
gaining a hold among the Jewish masses, that people are in the last stages 
of despair, that it is becoming more difficult to fight against the tendencies 
of active self-defence, that big disorders are expected, and so on. I was 
also told that people abroad are losing patience, and that it is very possible 
that Russia will not be able to raise a kopek of credit. In other words, 
their demands are assuming almost the character of an ultimatum. If 
you want to have money for the carrying on of the war, then. .... The 
demand is made that the Government should issue an Act which, by 
making easier the position of the Jewish refugees, should also serve as a 
rehabilitation of the Jewish masses who have been stamped as traitors. 
I do not doubt that the Minister of Finance will support my proposal to 
issue at once a Government Act to suspend]temporarily the law of the 
Pale of Settlement, that is to say, to give.a definite form to what already 
partly exists. Lf we agree to do this, we shall have to make use 
of it!-politically also: we shall have: to call together the Jewish 
leaders and put certain demands to them—we come to meet you, and you 
please exert your influence to calm the Jewish masses and then we will 
consider any further steps that are to be taken. But we must hasten so 
that we should not be too late, otherwise the importance of this gesture 
will be lost and we shall not be able to obtain anything by it. From the 
practical point of view there is one thing which still remains doubtful, 
namely, how far should the Jews be allowed to leave the Pale? Should 
we allow them to settle in the towns outside the Pale, or also on the land 
and the villages” 1 would advise that we keep to the first only. The

Then there are a number of trade schools whereby the people, especially 
the younger ones, are taught useful handicrafts. The elaborate system 
of sanitary work also helps to put the people into such health conditions 
as will enable them to rehabilitate themselves. 

The Crimea Plan. 

“ But by far the most promising effort now being made for the relief 
of the Russian Jews,” observed Mr. Billikopf, “is the colonisation scheme 
which, in spite of the criticism that has been directed against it, | 
consider to be of enormous value. By taking thousands of families out of 
the towns and placing them on the land, not only is the congestion in 
the towns relieved.and the competition lessened, but these thousands 
of- fatuilies are introduced to a healthy and productive life. The 
scheme is to place 10,000 families on the land. In addition, for every 


family that is assisted on to the soil another goes by its own volition and 


with its own resources. We have created an ‘urge’ back to the land, 
and there is a waiting list of 30,000.. In no country in the world are such 
favourable Conditions for land settlement provided. The landis given free. 
The settlers are provided with lumber and seed and are freed from taxation 
for three years. These are magnificent conditions, It costs ten times less 
to settle a family on the land in Russia than in Palestine. To contend that 
this scheme is anti-Palestinian betrays loose thinking. In every country, 
where a large aggregate of Jews dwell a certain proportion ought to be 
on the land, and many of our troubles would be lessened if we had a 
Jewish peasantry in al! the lands of the Galuth. There has been a little 
friction with the surrounding population. But in regard to that one must 
have a sense of proportion. Lam a graduate of three universities, but I 
cannot, as a Jew, belong to a university club in the United States, ‘the 
dear land of liberty.’ 
The Religious Situation. — 

What is the religions situation of the Russian Jews” our representa. 
tive asked. 

“The religious situation,” said Mr. Billikopf, “is improving. Only 
three per cent. of the synagogues were taken over by the Soviets for 
public institutions, and in the rest there is complete freedom of worship. 
There has been a slight relaxation of the veto on religious instruction, 
and the Rabbis told me that with financial assistance they could get over 
that difficulty.” 


“An Ill Wind.” 


“In Poland,” Mr. Billikopf continued, “the economic situation has 
improved very much since last May, The English coal strike has given a 
great impetus to the Polish mines and that has reacted on the general 
economic situation of the country and the Jews have benefited with 
the rest of the population. Perhaps the psychological effects of this 
improvement has been more important than the actual material results. 
The people are no longer plunged in impotent despair. That does not 
however, mean that there is no need of outside help. On the contrary, 
because of this improvement it is just now that that help can be 
most effective. There are 15,000 orphans to be maintained, to cite one 
direction in which help is required.” 

The Great * Drive.” 

Is your fifteen million dollar “ drive” succeeding ” 

“So much that a very much larger amount will be obtained. I 
estimate that the total will reach twenty millions. In New York the 
quota was over-subscribed by two and a half millions.

Prince V. N. Shachovskof said: “‘ The solution of the Jewish question 
one way or another is most important to us from the point of view of 
trade and commerce. You know that the evacuation has resulted also in 
the evacuation of a great many commercial, industrial and artisan enter- 
prises. These are now all crowded together in small areas and it is 
making still more difficult the already difficult question of labour; it is 
making more acute the shortage of raw materials and business is gradually 
going to pieces. The losses of national capital are irretrievable. I would 
like to point out that the admission of Jews only into the towns would 
not solve the question because the factories and workshops are compelled 
in many cases cto seek refuge in villages, and as the majority of the 
evacuated enterprises are Jewish, serious difficulties would arise which 
would greatly weaken the economic impertance of our proposal,” 


The Debate. 


Mr. Sazonov. said: “The Allies, too, depend on Jewish capital, and 
their reply will be to demand first of all that we should make peace with 
the Jews.” : 

Prince N. B. Shtcherbatov: “We are in a vicious circle. We are 
helpless, for the money is in the hands of the Jews, and without them 
we shall not. find a single kopes’, and without money we cannot carry on 
the war.” 

Mr. 8S. V. Ruchlov, the Minister for Mines and Transport, was the only 
one to speak against the proposal. “The whole of Russia,” he said, 
“is suffering from the war, and the Jews are the first to obtain alleviation. 
Somehow, my conscience does not allow me to agree to it.” 

The State Controller, P. A. Kharitonov, said: “ But don't you gentle- 
men fear any complications from the side of the police? For are we not 
depriving the police of a splendid source of income’? The pristavs and 
the rest of them will declare a strike in protest against this intimidation 
by the Government, or they will organise pogroms to show that this new 
state of things will not be agreed to by full-blooded Russians.” 


Tsar's Consent. 

At the next meeting of the Cabinet, held on August 6th, 1915, Mr. L. L. 
Goremykin informed the Cabinet that he had told the Emperor of the 
measures discussed at the last meeting of the Cabinet with regard to 
the Jewish question. ‘The Emperor had given his consent in principle to 
the measure to permit the Jews to live in the. towns outside the Pale. 

Mr. $. D. Sazonov said: “As Minister for Foreign Affairs | welcome the 
decision. It will help me very much in my communications with the Allies, 
who have been of late very much harassed by the sudden change for the 
‘worse with regard to the Jewish question in Russia, and have been prone 
to regard it as a serious danger to our common interests. I know from a 
well-informed source that Leopold Rothschild demands nothing more 
than that the Jews shall be allowed to live in the towns.” 

Mr. I. L. Bark: “Il could add that the French Rothschilds are far from 
demanding absolute equality of rights. They want ffom us an act 
sufficiently effective which would even for a short time quieten the more 
excited minds: among Jewry abroad and would enable them to. carry 
through the necessary credit operations. 1 want to point out that the 
Rothschilds are sincerely desirous of helping the Allies to defeat Germany. 
It is characteristic that Kitchener has many times said that one of the 
most important conditions for the successful outcome of the war is the 
amelioration of the position of the. Jews in lKussia.” 

The “Aet” was signed at the meeting -of the Cabinet which took 
place on August 9th. Mr. &. V. Ruchlov refused to sign it, declaring that 
his conscience did not allow himtodoso. The other Ministers signed the 
Act but several said in doing so that they did it against their own wish 
and only because of the war, 


THE JEWISH CHRONICLE was the first organ of the press to call atten. 
tion publicly to the “ evacuation ” referred to above. On July 23rd, 1915. 
our contributor *“ Mentor” devoted his weekly causerie to a summary 
of the situation, in the course of which he said: 

Some two hundred thousand Jews who had been living in the 
confines of Kovno, Kurland, and Suwalki were exiled by the Russian 
authorities, so that, in the technical language employed, those 
districts might be “evacuated of Jews.” Our unfortunate brethren 
upon whom. this decree fell were compelled to obey it by a short 
notice, varying from eight hours to thirty at the most. In that time 
two hundred thousand people had to leave their homes, their posses- 
sions, their all, and face--they knew not what! What followed 
requires the pen of Dante adequately to narrate. Not one Jewish 
soul of all this vast population was allowed to remain, so that towns 
which had contained a large proportion of Jewish inhabitants were 
deserted. -Aged men, little children, women-—even those hourly 
expecting to become Inothers—some clutching to their breasts their 
new-born babes; people insane, cripples, the blind: those who 
were sick unto death-—there was no exemption for any. The 
decree, it must be admitted, had at ‘least the merit of 
impartiality. For. not only were the families of soldiers fighting 
at the Front doomed by it, but soldiers who had received 
permission for furlough in their native towns, and soldiers whose 
bleeding wounds were still unhealed, the Jewish nurses who attended 
them in the local hospitals, and even the Jewish military doctors— 
all had to go into exile. Even the rage and fury of battle respects the 
Red Cross. Sheltered beneath that symbol are the wounded in war 
and those who are attendant upon the soldiers who have fallen. But 
this decree tore away Jews whose condition entitled them to safety 
as if shielded by the sacred sign from the terrors of belligerency, and 
it sent them with their brothers and sisters into exile. No wonder 
we read that the poor people were maddened unto despair ; that they 
turned and destroyed their goods and chattels, their household gods 
of generations, preferring to leave behind them the ruin of their 
property rather than it should fall into the hands of the despoilers. 

It were futile to attempt to describe with anything like complete- 
ness what this horrible decree meant to the two hundred thousand 
poor Jews upon whom it fell. But the Order for their expulsion was 
not the end by any means of the horrors which awaited them. For 


the conveyance of these people from their homes to some far distant 

Eastern province, there were provided some twenty-six “extra 

trains” as they were called. Each of these “trains” consisted of 

from forty to seventy waggons into which was huddled pell-mell this 
population of misery. The poor people had been able to take with 
them only a few of the most necessary of their possessions, 
and there in these “trains” they were crowded together—men, 
women and children of all kinds, “well-to-do people and profes. 
sional beggars,” as my correspondent puts it, “sound persons 
and infectious patients, all of them thrown together in tnis living 
load.” None of them knew whither they were going. With exquisite 
regard for the sufferings of their exiled passengers, the slow moving 

“trains” were not allowed to stop at stations where food could be 

supplied to the poor wretches. The “ trains” could stop only at a 

distance of at least one kilometre from any station. But the poor 

stricken people who were carted away in these “trains” . were 
perhaps not much worse off than the thousands upon thousands for 
whom the “trains” had no accommodation, but who had to leave none 
the less. In every sort of conveyance for which, of course, extor-. 
tionate prices were demanded, these people rumbled away along the 
roads: or footsore and weary they tramped along outside the for. 
bidden war zone. Like an avalanche of human misery they came 
into towns already filled, with populations in which poverty ruled. 
Cellars, barns, outhouses—every nook and cranny was filled with this 
exiled population. Even the synagogues were turned into doss-. 
honses. These destitutes had to beg for sheer life; they could, how. 
ever, appeal only to the charity of the paupeérism into which they 
were driven. But above all this they were forced to galling persona! 
grief. For in the suddenness of the exile to which they were com 
pelled, families became separated. Wives lost their husbands, 
brothers their sisters, and little children weére parted from their 
mothers. Some were sent here, others were sent there, with regard 
to nothing save the capacity of the “extra trains,” or the availability 
of other means for. conveyance—all was subservient to the one idea 
that the war-zone districts must be evacuated of Jews. To such an 
extent did this misery of missed relatives occur, that special enquiry - 
offices had to be established at several points outside the war 
vones by Jews for the purpose of recovering lost persons. What life 
was like upon the“ extra-trains ” can as little be imagined as described. 
In-at least one case the “extra train” was not allowed by the loca! 
authorities to go-into the station for which it was destined. The 
consequence was that the poor people, still huddled in these waggons, 
were compelled to return hundreds upon hundreds of miles. There 
they were not allowed to remain ; they were sent back to their destina 
tion! Thus they were haunted backwards and forwards for'five weeks, 

Twenty-eight of the poor passengers became insane through thei 

sufferings; typhus broke out in this * extra train” ; and death—cruei. 

lingering death— was the only mercy that it seemed to the harassed! 
victims would be shown them by a fate, against which they wer 
powerless, Let me break off for a moment here to remind the read: 
that this.is a mere bald recitation of human suffering in Europe 
itis not an imagined picture of the doomed in hell. Nor was it 
suffering inflicted by an invading army upon enemies.

“Only Hope” for Russian Jewry. | 
Mr. Reuben Brainin has returned to the United States following 4 visit 
to Russia. Ata farewell reception tendered to him in Berlin, Mr. Brain! 
said that he had served the Zionist Movement for forty years, and he 


would never do anything detrimental to the cause of Palestine. There 
could be no doubt whatever, and the fact should on no account be sup: 


- pressed, that the Jewish colonisation work in Russia had been successful 


in spite of the short time, and that it was the only hope for economically 
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ruined Russian Jewry. The realisation of this fact hed not canged thins 
to relinquish his Zionism, but, on the ¢ ntrary, had strengthened it.

THE SYNAGOGUE IN JEWRY. 


From Mr. MARCUS SHLOIMOVITZ,. 35, Wellington Street East, 
Higher Broughton, Salford.—The reviews of Anglo-Jewry in 5686 | 
have been permitted. to peruse, make sorry reading. The Chief 
tabbi. of the British Empire points out our delinquencies and 
remissneéss, particularly with regard to the right recruiting of 
Jewish Learning, and urges us to renewed effort: and vigour. 
‘“Mentor’s summary is even more disconcerting, What then, is wrong 
with Anglo-Jewry”? It has suffered no great political or economic blow 
to stultify its hfe and energy. As a matter of fact, considering the 
conditions prevailing in the country, it has rather enjoyed a fair measure 
of material prosperity, and probably experienced less poverty than other 
sections of the commupnity. If,. then, external conditions have been 
favourable to Jewish development, the fault must be with its internal 
management and control. Personally, | have long held the opinion that 
the administration of our synagogues has become too stercotyped, and 
somewhat destitute of ideas and scntiment. In some cases, any display 
of healthy interest, enthusiasm cr vigour, elicits admonition. We cannot 
remain stationary, we must progress or our doom is decay and death. 
Another writer deprecates the fact that many synagogue Presidents fail 
to lend a listening car to the representations of organisations promoting 
the cause af Jewish education, Jewish observance, and-all causes reflecting 
the ideals of the synagogue. The sueeess and development of Angio-Jewry, 
in wy view, must always be founded upon the vigorous hfe and work of 
the synagogue. 

SYNAGOGUE DECGRUM.

The Jewish 
Palestine Exploration Society dug to the foundations and revealed, apart 
from the strong architectural lines, a (ien:zah of no recert standing. Our 
casual loitering leads us higher to the caves of Zedekiah, and the Spanish 
burying-place, with the distant view of Judea’s uttermost hills. 

soon we are at the foot of Zion, in the Kidron valley, with the village 
f Silwan, in bold white, perched upon. a series of crags above us. We 
mount Zion. The britle-path winds around beneath the walls, and higher 
and higher we reach the corner: Before us the. white headstones of 
invriad Jewish graves, to the right distant Talpioth, the roofs shimmering 
where a few glancing rays of the dying sun illumine their chimneyless 
redness, beneath us the Kidron ravine. Round the corner and breasting 
the incline, we are brought to the outer ‘walls of the Jewish quarter. ~A 
quick turn and into labyrinthine passages that lead one through murky, 
close-built alleys into the heart of the Old ¢ ity of Jerusalem. 

Then through the bazaars. back to our homes in. the incandescent 
lamp-dit. twilight. What a riot of colour, of silks and gay cloths !. What 
crowds jostle each other to vieW the wares of the squatting merchants ! 
Moslems, Jews, Christians, swarthy desert Bedouins, Nubians, Persians, 
Luropeans of all sorts and conditions, of all creeds and races, conscious 
native pohcemen sporting their garb of wuithority with dignity, Royal Air 
Force men in their striking blue, or British constables in the familiar 
khaki. A medley of sound and voices, a profusion of smells that assail 
the olfactory organs, the crying of the hucksters, the boisterous donkeys 
pushing a way, the itinerant lemonade and liquorice-water vendors who 
ery and jangle brass vessels—these form a jumbled pot-pourri of sound 
and sight, 

So it is. Festival-time or other tims, the Old City of Jerusalem is 
unchanging in its variety—strange paradox! But outside, in the opea 
streets of the new quarter, the merry mood of the Jewish festivals is 
ipparent. A rollicking crowd of Chalufcim go by, arm-in-arm and spread 
across the road, roaring out the new Jewish folk-songs, undisturbed by

Cohen, in the course of an address, said that the dedication of the Home 
in that city was a happy and momentous occasion for the local community, 
and their hearts were tilled with gratitude and thankfulness at the fulfil.

There is one aspect of the Day of Atonement which’ is not the 

least important of the many features of that great day. There is to 
day in the Jewish calendar on which the fellowship of Israe! is more 
powerfully emphasised. Jewish solidarity finds expression in many 
ways, but on the Day of Atonement there is a spiritual link which 
binds us all together. We are united, not on a material basis. but in 
communion for spiritual ends. It is of supreme value that there is one 
day at least on which we can shake off all matevialistic bonds and give 
free rein to our spiritual cravings in fellowship with other members 
of the house of Israel. 

SPIRITUAL FELLOWSHIP, 


Prayer is always doubly potent in its effects when it is not merely 
individual but communal. Man does not stand alone in the world. He 
isa member of society. He lives his life not merely for himself but 
for others. A host of subtle, and for the most part unconscious, 
relationships binds him to his fellows. Onthe Day of Atonement he 
acknowledges this union with the rest of his people and approaches the 
Throne of Mercy in consort with them. The prayers, the confessions, 
are all communal. It is “we have sinned” and “we have trans- 
gressed.” And there is a deep truth in this joint acknowledgment of 
sin. For the wrongdoing of each individual affects others. The burden 
is borne by all. So it is right that we should united!ly pray for forgive. 
ness and assume our joint responsibility. 


MUTUAL RESPONSIBILITY. 


And we are really responsible one for another. Is it not a faet 
that when anyone commits wrong it very often is due to some failing 
on the part of someone else —a parent's neglect, the failure of the 
conmmunity or the State to provide proper conditions of education or 
living? One of the objects of the Day of Atonement is to deepen this 
sense of mutual responsibility.
